German Fleet May Strike. 
Constantly in Washington one hear* 
that thus far Germany had been suc­ 
cessful on land. hut that the allies 
have been overwhelmingly successful 
on th** sen. 
It Is apparent that a sea 
victory for the Germans would do them 
more good (hun all the land victories 
which they could pile up. 
A sea vic­ 
tory would o|*en the way to supplies of 
all kinds, ti* th** control of the seas, 
aud probably to an actual Invasion or 
an 
attem pted 
Invasion 
of 
England. 
Military opinion here therefore holds 
that so far as vital successes are con­ 
cerned. tin* allies are better off than 
th** Germans, but the belief Is that 
sonic time or other the Gorman fleet 
may strike. 
The difficulties in the way of an a t­ 
tack on the German fleet In the North 
arc thoroughly understood. 
Civilian 
ss well as naval men understand them. 
An attack, even by the combined for**es 
of Britain and America, might end In 
disaster, but nevertheless the younger 
officers of the navy do not so believe. 
As nearly as one can get at the feeling 
of the men of the service concerning 
what will be done afte r the confer- 
ence* in France are over. It would ap­ 
pear that any nil embracing land m m- 
pntgn Is to have as its companion a sen 
campaign. 
T here is an Austrian fleet shut up 
In Polo. 
There are means lf properly 
used which would result In driving this 
fleet out. 
Some of the naval strate­ 
gists believe that the first thing to he 
done Is to destroy every ship which the 
Austrians have and they say that with 
Franco, Italy. Great Britain and Amer­ 
ica in this fight there ought to be ships 
enough to pot the A ustrian fleet out of 
commission while still having reserve 
supply enough to keep 
the German 
ships bottled up until the tim e shall 
come to go in and tnnash them in the 
bottle.

W hen the E uropean la w eary he 
calin for alcohol to revive him ; when 
It** is Joyful he taken wine, that he 
may have more Joy. 
In like m anner 
the Cldtien** woos his* “white lady." 
th** poppy flower, th** Indian chewa 
bhang, the West African seeks sur­ 
cease In kola, observes a corretqtond- 
ciit lu National Geographical M aga­ 
zine. 
K hat Is more to the Yemen Arab 
than any of these to Its devotees, 
It 
Is no narcotic, wooing sleep, but a 
stim ulant, like alcohol. 
Unlike al­ 
cohol, it conceals no demon, but a 
fairy. 
Th** khat e a te r will tell you 
that when he follows this fairy it takes 
him Into regions overlooking paradise. 
Ile culls th** plant th** “flower of p ara­ 
dise.** 
How and when khat came Into the 
Yemen Is not certain. 
Botanists say 
that It was brought over from lla rra r, 
in 
Abyssinia, 
many 
centuries 
ago. 
T here Is u tradition among th** wise 
im*n of the East that the sheik Ibra­ 
him Abou Zartmyn Introduced it Bito 
llisleblah from Ethiopia about 1430. 
But ask any Yemen Arab and he will 
tell you “It has been always. 
Allah 
gave It to us in tile beginning, to m ake 
us forget labor urn! pain.” 
Contrary to the general opinion held 
by those who pretend to know any­ 
thing about it at all, khut Is never 
used as a beverage In th** Yemen, but 
the fresh leaves ure Invariably chewed. 
T he youngest leaves ar** the best. They 
have a sw eetish, slightly astringent 
taste, not unpleasant to th** European 
palate, 
but 
certainly 
not 
alluring. 
When brewed, they lose most of their 
strength and the flavor of the decoc­ 
tion Is much like thut of those grape­ 
vine “cigarettes” w hich most of us en­ 
joyed (?) In boyhood days. 
The old 
leaves are tough und ought to tun a 
leathern tongue. 
Ju st what Is the exact toxic ef­ 
fect 
o l lihat on tho hum an system 
has never yet been ascertained. 
It Is 
certainly u stim ulant with a lively 
und neurly Immediate effect upon tho 
brain and nerve cells; the gloomiest 
m an becomes cheerful under Its Influ­ 
ence. the moat enervated active. W ith­ 
al. I have been unable to learn of a 
single case of Im m ediate or harm ful 
reaction such as invariably follows the 
use of other stim ulants.

p alliation fund has been devoting It­ 
self to the consideration and devel­ 
opment of various plans whilst m any 
practical steps have been taken by 
Individuals and com munities tow ard 
the form ation of definite settlem ent 
scheme*, says a correspondent. 
T h e 
state government of New South W ales 
has set aside special areas for cultiva­ 
tion by returned soldiers. 
These ef­ 
forts w ere supplem ented by the gen­ 
erosity of one landowner who gave a 
tract of land am ounting to thousands 
of acres for that purpose. 
A ustralia’s 
first need is population and the com­ 
monwealth will have an opportunity, 
after the war. not only to supply her 
own need but also to do a great serv­ 
ice to the labor m arket by affording 
that “room for adjustm ent.” which It 
will need. 
The federal government 
has already promised $10,000,000 for 
the work and has pledged itself to 
raise an additional $150,000,000 In th* 
future.
